The MacDonald 
government hoped that approximately 1,000,000 workers would be cut 
off the insurance rolls and that the saving to the capitalists and the gov- 
ernment would amount to $175,000,000 per year. That the most drastic 
steps were taken to enforce the Means Test” is shown by the fact’ that 
up to last February about 400,000 workers had been deprived of unemploy- 
ment insurance. The number now, of course, is far larger.
